My guess is it depends on the type and condition of the bearing. If the 
bearing/shaft tends to throw off lubrication then an expensive super 
lubricant would be a waste of money. If your bearing needs frequent 
periodic lubrication it may be due to loss of lubricant rather than the 
lube going stale. Look for evidence of oil (or grease) being thrown out 
after some run time. If such is the case I would use an ordinary good 
quality lubricant and save some bux.

Hi Rich; 


> What's the best way to remove a scratch in plexiglass ? 


By grinding away the plastic until you are down to the level of the 
scratch. That's what you do when using a polishing compound. You simply 
remove the plastic adjacent to the scratch until the optical effect of a 
groove no longer appears. It usually takes a cautious approach so that you 
don't overdo the "grinding" process. For minor (barely visible) scratches 
I use Turtle Wax. For more prominent scratches I use Brasso and finish 
with Turtle Wax. For a really bad scratch I use a very fine wet/dry 
sandpaper and so on. Whatever you use make sure that everything is clean 
so that a captured piece of grit doesn't make more scratches.

Howdy from about to rain San Diego!! Inside the endbells of TCS 
dynos they call out Standard Oil's 'ANDOC C' grease with the instructions to 
lube but not pack the bearings. ANDOC C specified in the 1943 dynamotors is 
still made but..... try to get it in less than a 5gal bucket. The ANDOC seems 
to be tailored for high speed high temp applications, you can get the 


product fact sheet off the web. Not being a lube expert I can only guess at 
what some of the info meant but the two that stood out were low starting 
load (not exact words but close...been a while) and a factor of ‘roping’. 
Would guess that roping meant the grease would form a ‘flowing band' through 
the bearing and not get spritzed out where it wouldn't be working when at 
speed..... again just guessing. The local grease guys suggested HS wheel 
bearing grease, which I'm trying, or a MOBIL product that is available in 
51b cans. Back a few years I worked around aircraft on funny boxes you 
couldn't let folks see but do remember they used synthetics on all the high 
speed turbine stuff so synthetics should work on mere dynos. Also a few 
years back Mike Hanz wrote an ER piece abt redoing dynamotors which might 
reference a lube product. 


Arden, another thing, I finally found the BNC/GR adapters back in the 
heap. You still want the things? Its been a few months since the email but 
there is sometimes a gap between remembering I have stuff, getting time to 
look, then actually finding said item. One of these days I just gotta get 
organized. I went to the swap at Santee today with the idea of finding 
small bits, knobs, etc but the threat of weather kept the turn out of 
sellers and buyers small. It wasn't a waste though, saw some BA type folks, 
ran into a friend or three and picked up another TRAM Titan II tube CB. CB 
is a bad word but TRAM stuff is very interesting and well engineered. The 
last one I had was a joke gift from a friend because I liked "That Old 
Tube Junk." When I asked abt it on the web about 90 emails popped up. 
Eventually I swapped for an EICO 730 modulator and I think the TRAM was conv 
to 10mtrs. The silly things do U/L SSB, DSBSC, and use Collins filters.

Paul, W2TUs roaming through the warehouse and finding the BC-645A R/T's 
took me to my surplus manual to look up the schematic. 


Sure enough, that's the critter with the WE 316A 'doorknob' tube, a 955 
‘acorn' rx lo, a bunch of locktals, and a solenoid-operated shorting bar 
to change the length of the 470-495 MC (in those days) oscillator 
tuning. 


Shades of my childhood (16) in Syracuse, after WWII (W2PIV). We could go 
to the GE junkyard and buy surplus for $1 per pound. Some of the piles 
were indoors, and some were out in the open. I remember buying panel 
meters that were submerged in a barrel in rainwater, emptying them and 
drying them in my mom's gas oven with just the pilot light, for about a 
week. I used them for years. 


That was the time of the 2 1/2 meter regens and am-modulated 
oscillators. It didn't take much to modify the 645s to make a nice 
transceiver. Stability was not a factor, and you could really tell if 
someone across town was listening because you could hear his regen osc 
for miles. The ham club finally got everyone who had one of these to add 
a preamp on receive, and this helped quiet things down. I remember the 
rigs used a Stancor audio input transformer that had one winding for a 
carbon mike and another for the rx audio. Fifty k ohm wirewound pot for 
the regen control that was always scratchy, even when bypassed. 


There must have been a gazillion of the 645s used for everything 
imaginable by the guys in town-until CQ ran a warning-must have been in 
1946-7-8 time frame, reporting that some kids had bought 645s on Canal 
or Vesey street in NYC, and when they hooked the family car battery to 
the big red wire that exited from a grommeted hole on the chassis, they 
set off a squib that set the magnesium chassis on fire, and caused some 
harm to them or damage to their homes. 


Soon the word got out about this, true or false, that the chassis were 
not aluminum (the nice louvred cover was), but magnesium, and it should 
not be drilled or cut, for fear it was set afire-and once on fire could 
not be extinguished... 


The story explained that these were super-secret IFF units and were 
connected to destruct switches which were to be used if a plane was to 
ditch, crash, etc. If you think about it, car batteries were 6 volt for 


the most, and aircraft batteries were 28 volt, so I wonder about whether 
the squib actually ignited.... 


I do remember trying to burn some scrapings from the chassis after the 
story came out, but don't remember the results. Perhaps Paul can 
enlighten us (no pun intended). 


And I also heard that these units never made it into combat because 
their secret had been comprimised by some spies working at the GE 
Syracuse plant. 


I'd be interested in knowing whether any of the BAers have any 
recollections of this saga of the BC-645... the squibs, magnesium 
chassis, etc... long ago and far away... but we used the rigs until 
crystal control for 2 1/2M came along. 


By the way, Paul, red wire?
